Ottawa, Jan. 5.— The exceptionally 
high quality of last season's crop aril 
its unusually rapid shipment to the 
market, are indicated by the figuros 
just completed by the board of trade 
‘and commerce for the four months 
ending December 31, 1918. During. that 
period no fewer than 106,652 cars — of 
wheat were inspected and of this lar- 
ge. quantity 98 per cent, graded No 3 
Northern and better. The number is 
nearly 30,000 in excess of the number 
inspected during — the corresponding 
period for 1912 and the average grain 
is much higher. No less than 57,031 
cara graded’ Nol Manitoba’ Northern 
as against 9,787. cars for.the’ year 
before. There were 671 cars of Mani- 
toba hard, as against 392 the year 
before. ‘The four months’ total num- 
ber of cats of grain inspected was 140 
398, against’ 100,149 for the correspon 
ding period of 1913.

THE HOG THE MORTGAGE PAYHR 


In these days of the high cost of 
food and especially of meat when 
the packers are despairing of — the 


meat suppiy and the price of flesh food 
is proceeding steadily upward, farm- 
ers would do well to pay heed to a 
ection of Samuel M. Allerton's book 
on ‘Practical I'grming"’ entitled,*'The 
Hog the Blortgage Payer’. 

Mr. Allerton says that6this is what 
the hog is known as On IWinois farms 
and he believes that it is an cminent- 
ly correct designation. He g!vas much 
practical advice regarding the  suc-- 
cessful raising of hogs and points out 
that the cnly serious obstacle to suc- 
cess is hog cholera. 

But this may he avoided by proper 
feeding of the animal, his idea being 
that cholera is produced by overfeed-- 


irz ofcorn. He therefore advises 
ground barley as a change of feed,and 
also suggests, in order to prevent the 
spread of theGdisease in case any an- 
imal ujon-a farm should become _ in- 
fected with it, that hog coops be 
constructed and scattered over the 
fro so thit infection may be confined 
to as few of the animais as possible 
and the loss minimized. 

wr. Allertcn shows that by proper 
care hog raising is not expensive,and 
it is unnecessary to point out that 
in these time of high prices it brings 
large returns. He shows, in_addition 
tnat beside the direct | value of hog 
breeding in the profit of the animals 
themselves, hozs greatly enrich the 
land upon which they run, and thus 
their presence on the farm makes for 
the betterment of all crops by  sup- 
plying natural fertilizer. 

Farmers should know all these 
things not only for their own benefit 
but for the sake of the entire consum- 
ing public of the nation. If it were 
Tealized how profitatiie hog cultivg- 
tion really is, there would be many 
yore hozs raised and the meat pro- 
blem would he by no means so acute.
